1 a. TRISCIANI called the meeting to order at 5:00 PM.

b. Edmund Joyce, ATU 717 President. TRISCIANI suspended the regular order

of business to allow Mr. Joyce an opportunity to address the Board. JOYCE
wanted to make the Board aware of the zero tolerance in the attendance policy.
His concern with the policy is when an employee has a personal crisis; family
member dying, being taken off of a bus because of sickness, or their house is
burning down, that they are incurring points per the attendance policy for not
coming in to work. He feels there should be common sense and leeway for
personal emergencies. Fifteen points in any floating 12-month period constitutes

discharge. Mr. Joyce explained an employee missed his afternoon report because
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his mother was dying and was hit with 2 points. Another driver had a medical
condition on the bus that she thought was a stroke or heart attack and didn’t finish
her run in the afternoon and was hit with 2 points. He stated the Collective
Bargaining Agreement (CBA) is not the bible it is a guide. He realizes the work
has to be covered, but he just wants a little bit of empathy when a personal crisis
happens. In the past 6 months two employees have been fired because they
always came into work late, which is their own doing because they can’t get up in
the morning to get to work on time. He wishes the Board would consider making
some leeway on a case-by-case basis. He thanked the Board for listening.
WHITTEN explained there are exceptions to receiving attendance points. An
employee does not get attendance points if they are absent for Union business,
FMLA, workers comp, jury duty, or military leave. What does count is if an
employee is absent for another reason they get 2 points. The attendance policy is
progressive so 2 points does nothing to an employee. When an employee reaches
9 points they receive a verbal warning, they have to get 15 points before they are
terminated. If a personal crisis did happen and the employee would be terminated
because of the 2 points, he and the Union would conduct a General Manager
review. All the employees mentioned by Mr. Joyce have great attendance
records; they received their 2 points and in two months were back to 0 points.
WHITTEN explained this is not a chronic problem that he thinks should be
changed before the CBA expires. In an effort to be consistent and fair amongst all
the employees, we follow the attendance policy to the letter; we don’t want to get
into a position of not treating people the same. If the Union wants to change the

policy they should do that during contract negotiations in June 2014. TRISCIANI



agreed. BERGERON stated he has been approached by employees about this
situation and has promised he would look into it. STEWART asked for
clarification of an excused absence. WHITTEN replied an excused absence is
any type of earned time; vacation, FMLA, jury duty, or workers comp. People
who do “no call/no show” get 3 points and people who call in and don’t come to
work get 2 points. He explained the employee who was taken off the bus and sent
to the hospital wasn’t given the points because she didn’t finish her shift; she
received the points because she was off the following day. Employees get sick
time and if someone is out sick they get 2 points for the event, they could be out
for weeks and months but it is just 2 points. WHITTEN stated the board is aware
that we have had chronic attendance problems, especially amongst transit
operators, and that is what lead to the creation of the point system during the last
negotiations. TRISCIANI said management has to have the Board’s backing;
management can’t just change things on a flutter or change incentives.
BERGERON agreed, stating he would like to see changes when this is reviewed
during negotiations. He would like to look at the employees and see what their
numbers are. WHITTEN stated BELLISSIMO can give a “snap shop” of how
many employees have so many points. WHITTEN said perfect attendance will
drop one point off each month. WHITTEN said the employees want discretion,
but employees will find it as favoritism if they are denied. WILLIAMS feels this
is a mute issue until negotiations. All Board Members agreed.

Minutes of October 23, 2012 Commission Meeting. STEWART made a

motion to accept the October 23, 2012 minutes as recorded. Seconded by

WILLIAMS. All Commissioners present in favor.
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MANAGEMENT REPORTS

2.

Financial Report for October 2012. BERGERON made a motion to accept the

October 2012 Financial Report. Seconded by STEWART.

Transit Operation. CANTWELL reported transit revenues were $372,268;

$45,000 (10.80%) less than budget. The fare media was below budget because of
the timing of the deposit and low ridership during Hurricane Sandy. Private
public partnership was lower because SNHU’s contribution was in August and
scheduled for October in the budget. Expenses were $21,348 (5.68%) less than
budget. The variances in expenditures were timing differences in outside
auditing, Trapeze invoiced us in August, and there were low priced fuel deliveries
in October before the prices spiked back up.

School Operation. CANTWELL reported school revenues were $128,640

(51.31%) less than budget. This was due to October’s invoice being reduced by
$200,000 for the advance the School District gave us in August. Charters were
over $6,800 for the month and $17,000 ahead for the year. Expenses were $742
(0.26%) less than budget. Variances were material and supplies for recalibrating
all the cameras on the school buses.

Discussion: BERGERON wondered if there was a trend in the drop of senior
citizen monthly fares and should we be concerned about this drop. WHITTEN
replied the farebox is highest during good weather months. Senior ridership lags
during the winter. Ridership will catch up when the weather gets nicer and the
farebox will follow that trend as well. The accounts receivable was reviewed.

The Board addressed their concerns with invoices due beyond 120 days.
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CANTWELL stated he will work with the accounting clerk to seek payment for

late invoices.

All Commissioners present in favor of approving October 2012 Financial Report.

Operations Reports for October 2012:

Ridership Statistics October. BELLISSIMO reported Nashua ridership is up

90%. Saturday fixed route total is -7%, but there was one less Saturday this

month. Total transit passengers served were 39,158; a 17% increase in ridership.

Total StepSaver passengers served was 1,354; a 14% increase. BERGERON
asked what the increase in ridership was attributed to. WHITTEN replied the
return of the economy and explained when 1 rider returns to commuting to get to
work and rides 1 round trip every day that is 80 trips per month. We have also

been seeing the upward trend for the past several months. It has been more than

one year since our last service changes, and BELLISSIMO has been reporting that

the average ridership on each trip has been growing, but there have been fewer
trips than last fiscal year. She had been comparing the ridership with a year that
had more service. We are now comparing equivalent levels of service.

Transit Operating Statistics October. BELLISSIMO reported total transit

revenues miles were 40,295 and total demand-response revenue miles were 556.
There were no missed trips, 7 complaints, and 111 trips were sampled with 103
running on-time. There was 1 minor vehicle collision, 1 on-the-job injury with
the employee being absent for 3 days. The complaints were reviewed.

School Operating Report October. HOLDEN reported we started the month

with 70 school bus operators, licensed 1, ending the month with 71. There were

14 students in training and 1 employee out on medical leave. There were 96,076
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passenger boardings, 161 school bus charters, 15 complaints, and 1 vehicle
collision. HOLDEN reported she recently brought on 5 additional trainers. She
had 2 trainers move onto the spare transit list and felt it was time to see who
would be interested in training. Our trainers do safety classes and go out to the
schools and teach students how to ride and behave on school buses.

Maintenance Report October. BEAUREGARD reported there were 5 transit

road calls, 1 demand-response, and no buses were towed. There were 17 transit
inspections scheduled with 17 being completed. There were no school bus road
calls and no buses were towed. There were 34 school inspections with 26 being

scheduled.

NEW BUSINESS

3.

Approve 2013 Holiday Schedule, WIHITTEN felt it was time to review the

status of the Martin Luther King, Jr. Holiday. We have remained open during this
holiday and he decided to pull the past 3 years’ ridership. The drop in ridership is
substantial (18.6% drop in 2012). He stated it becomes very costly to run service
on a holiday because we pay the operators to come to work that day and also pay
them for the holiday. This is the only remaining holiday we are open and the past
decisions to remain open were based on ridership levels only. With the fact that
they are continually dropping on that day, WHITTEN recommended closing the
MTA on Martin Luther King, Jr. Day. STEWART made a motion to approve the
following 2013 Holiday Schedule including closing on Martin Luther King, Jr.
Day. Seconded by WILLIAMS.

Medicaid Partnership. WHITTEN relayed more information about the

transition at the State level of Medicaid service moving to a managed care model.
He explained Access2Care and Coordinated Transportation Solutions are the 2
brokers who are willing to take transportation into partnership with local
providers. The third broker will provide transportation in-house. They both have
an interest in our fixed route and demand-response services. We will sell the
brokers passes for the fixed route service. We are negotiating with Access2Care
to send the passes directly to their clients because they are based in Colorado. We
would receive administrative funding from the managed care provider that will
count as local match. On the demand-response side we want to take advantage of
existing capacity. Right now there is not a lot of time in the schedules that we are
not using the drivers that we have out there, StepSaver is pretty full but we are not
necessarily using all of the vehicles. It would not be a bad thing if we ended up
hiring another full-time driver and using one of our demand-response vehicles
that we are not using and perform Medicaid rides. This could be a chance to
generate money. The key is going to be what rate the MTA will receive from the
brokers. While he is trying to generate some revenue, he has to be very careful
that the brokers don’t take StepSaver for granted and shift all their clients into the

StepSaver service because it would be cheaper at $3.00 per trip. We are trying to
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negotiate a rate that will bring in revenue and be a cost saver for them. Medicaid
transportation right now is $85.00 and we can present them an opportunity to save
significant costs to their transportation. It will take some negotiating.
WILLIAMS asked about the distance we would take the Medicaid clients.
WHITTEN stated he has made it very clear that we will not provide Medicaid
transportation outside of our service area. They will have a layer of transportation
providers; we are the first layer because we are the lowest cost. We will not
consider anything outside our area. We will not do demand-response to Concord
or Nashua that would be on the fixed route service only. We will also not expand
our hours of service or have Sunday service. Our StepSaver clients will have
priority and there will be no denials to accommodate Medicaid clients.

Dental Insurance/Non-Affiliated Retirees. WHITTEN stated he was

approached by a non-affiliated employee about opening up the dental insurance to
non-affiliated retirees provided they pay 100% of the premium. He doesn’t see
any reason not to do this because it does not cost the MTA any money. He
explained nonaffiliated employees lack a traditional forum for negotiating; the
only way they can get anything is to come forward as a request to the Board. The
affiliated employees would need to negotiate through the CBA. BERGERON
made a motion to change the policy to allow nonaffiliated employees who reached
the retiring criteria of 62 years of age with 20 years of service to maintain dental
insurance provided they pay 100% of the premium. Seconded by STEWART.
All Commissioners present in favor.

Vacation Pick. WHITTEN sent a memo to ATU Local 717 regarding the 2013

vacation pick. He explained we have 1 employee who is retiring with 6 weeks’



vacation and will be replaced by an employee who will have 2 weeks’ vacation.
We also have 5 employees who combined have forfeited 7 weeks of vacation
because the employees did not work the contractually required amount of hours to
earn vacation time. Contractually, MTA would need to eliminate highly desired
summer and holiday weeks in order to avoid having excess vacation weeks
available. He would like to reach an agreement with the union to waive that
provision in the contract that requires MTA to open a minimum of one slot each
week. WHITTEN said he knows this would be popular. Rather than closing the
summer weeks when we have an ability to use spares to cover vacation at regular
rate, he would like to close 7 weeks from March 3™ thru April 14™ and would get
us back with 1 vacation for April vacation and eliminate the 2" week of New
Years’. Contractually we have to open 1 vacation slot every week. It helps us
financially and closes unpopular weeks. The union is behind this but there will be
those employees who don’t like it. WILLIAMS questioned why employees
would lose vacation time. WHITTEN explained an employee who has 2 weeks of
vacation has to work 1,500 hours per year to qualify; there are 2,080 hours of
work in one year. If they work 750 hours in a year they have earned one weeks’
vacation. WILLIAMS made a motion to approve the 2013 Vacation Pick as
presented by WHITTEN. Seconded by BERGERON. All Commissioners

present in favor.

OLD BUSINESS

4. a. FY 2014 Budget. WHITTEN explained he has met with the Mayor twice.

Originally, WHITTEN started at $1,083,000 in local contribution from the City.

The Mayor is looking to reduce costs as much as possible due to a challenging
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fiscal environment facing the City. The Mayor gave WHITTEN a target goal and
he has been working with CANTWELL to find all potential cost savings.
WHITTEN reviewed the FY 2014 budget and addressed questions from the
Board.

Award RFP 13-01 — Legal Services. WHITTEN stated we received one bid

from Devine Millimet (incumbent). They did go up $25.00 on their rate which is
not surprising because it is a 10-year contract. They’ve done a great job for us in
the past and WHITTEN recommended awarding Devine Millimet RFP 13-01.
We will go through the process of sole source procurement. STEWART moved
to approve the award to Devine Millimet for RFP 13-01. Seconded by
BERGERON. All Commissioners present in favor.

Award RFP 13-02 — Risk Management/Insurance Consultant Services.

WHITTEN stated four requests were made for the specifications, but only two
bids were received for the opening date; Albert Risk Management and Donahue &
Associates. He explained this RFP sought a risk manager for our vehicle,
liability, and property insurances. The low bidder is the incumbent Albert Risk
Management and WHITTEN recommended awarding the RFP to them.
STEWART moved to award RFP 13-02 to Albert Risk Management. Seconded
by WILLIAMS. All Commissioners present in favor.

Award RFP 13-03 — School Bus Bid. WHITTEN reported we were looking to

purchase up to 5 school buses, but after working the numbers he feels it is safe to
purchase 4 buses. This is not awarded by low bid, but as high value because we
keep buses for so long we want to take into account more than just what the bus

initially costs. The four factors he looks for are; purchase price, lifetime offering
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on maintenance costs, warranty value, and delivery schedule. We received bids
from Dattco, O’Connor, and Cressey for buses with and without storage
compartments. Their delivery schedules are the same (end of February/beginning
of March). The warranties were mixed; the best warranty was Thomas
Freightliner (Cressey) 5-years unlimited mileage on transmission. Operating and
maintenance costs are the same between Cressey and O’Connor. Both are using
the same engine and both meet the new EPA emission standards through the use
of diesel exhaust fluid (DEF). The fluid is called urea and the cost is $300 per 55
gallon barrel and it treats the exhaust instead of reburning it. Dattco also meets
EPA emission standards but in a manner that does not require the use of DEF.
They use a process called EGR (no urea, no additives). BEAUREGARD did not
recommend the Dattco bus because they are putting the exhaust back into the
engine and reburning it. With the use of urea the exhaust system gets rid of the
emissions and not reburning it through the engine and wearing it out. WHITTEN
stated we are replacing 4 of the oldest buses; 2 buses are equipped with cages for
storage inside the bus which are used for oversized athletic equipment. We want
to replace these 2 buses with underbody storage compartments and Cressey is the
low bidder. WHITTEN recommend we award 2 buses to Cressey at a cost of
$86,969 per bus. WHITTEN recommended awarding O’Connor, the low bidder
for buses without storage compartment, 2 buses at a cost of $85,932 per bus.
STEWART made the motion based on WHITTENS’ recommendation to award
Cressey 2 buses with storage at a cost of $86,969 per bus and 2 buses without
storage to O’Connor for a cost of $85,932 per bus. Seconded by BERGERON.

All Commissioners present in favor.
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OTHER BUSINESS

3, a. Workers Comp/Employee Share Health Premium. WHITTEN wanted to

make the Board aware that an employee who has been out on workers comp for
several months has not made his 10% contribution for dental and health
insurance. He has been set up on a payment plan and we have not heard from him
or received a payment. WHITTEN stated since it is not appropriate to use the
Local and Federal money to pay the employees’ contribution, we are going to
cancel health and dental coverage if the employee does not pay his entire share by
November 30",

b. CART., WHITTEN reported CART has chosen Jaimee Bellissimo as their
interim Executive Director. She will be at CART 3 days a week and MTA 2 days
a week. David Smith, First Transit, will fill her position at MTA when she is at
CART. First Transit is covering the CART position until they go out to bid.

c. Date for Next Meeting — Tuesday, January 15, 2013. All members agreed to

meet on January 15", 2013,
With no further business to come before the Board, STEWART made a motion to
adjourn the regular meeting at 6:45 PM. Seconded by WILLIAMS. All

Commissioners present in favor.

Deputation of Certain Manchester Police Department Officers

This Agreement is made this __ day of January, 2013 between Hillsborough
County Sheriff James A. Hardy and the City of Manchester, NH.

Whereas the City of Manchester, NH has a police department in which certain
officers are assigned to duties for the specific purpose of enforcing statutes related to
controlled drugs and Internet Crimes Against Children; and

Whereas the City considers it is essential to the mission of the police department
that these assigned officers have Statewide law enforcement authority; and

Whereas a Deputy Sheriff has statewide law enforcement authority;

The Parties agree that, subject to the limitations set forth in this Agreement,
Sheriff James A. Hardy in his official capacity as the Hillsborough County Sheriff will
deputize certain law enforcement officers employed by the City of Manchester. The
Parties further agree that Sheriff James A. Hardy, in his official capacity as the
Hillsborough County Sheriff, in performing this service at the request of the City of
Manchester is acting as a State and Constitutional Officer, and in accordance with the
provisions of this agreement is entitled to defense and indemnity from claims arising
from the deputations bestowed at the request of the City of Manchester, NH.

Term:

1. This agreement is effective from the date of signature and shall
remain in effect until January 7, 2015, unless sooner terminated in
accordance with this agreement.

2. Either party may terminate this agreement by thirty (30) days written
notice to the other party.

Authority/Credentials/Equipment/Supervision:

3. The City of Manchester shall issue the individuals deputized pursuant
to this agreement photo identification and badges in the name of the
City of Manchester, NH.

The individuals deputized pursuant to this agreement shall use their
law enforcement authority as a Deputy Sheriff only as directed by the
Manchester Police Department.

The City of Manchester shall be responsible for equipping and
training law enforcement officers deputized pursuant to this
agreement.

City of Manchester, agrees that all deputized Manchester Police Department
personnel shall be considered City of Manchester employees or agents and
the City of Manchester shall be responsible for payment of all worker’s
compensation, unemployment, social security and other payroll taxes
including contributions from them when required by law.

The Sheriff or his designee may suspend the law enforcement
authority arising from deputation pursuant to this agreement at any
time without cause.

Throughout the period of deputation, the deputized law enforcement
officer shall remain an employee of the City of Manchester, NH and
will remain subject to all applicable rules of conduct, performance,
training and reporting requirements established by the City of
Manchester, NH.

The Sheriff, without relinquishing his authority of supervision,
hereby assigns authority to supervise arising from his power of
appointment to the Manchester Police Department to the extent
necessary for the City of Manchester, NH to exercise command and
control over the law enforcement activities of the deputized
individuals taken pursuant to or employment by the City of
Manchester, NH.

At all times when acting under the direction of the City of
Manchester, NH and acting within the scope of his or her official
Manchester duties for the City of Manchester , NH and pursuant to
the law enforcement authority arising from deputation pursuant to
this agreement, the deputized law enforcement officers shall be an
officer or official of the City of Manchester, NH and entitled to
defense and indemnification against any claim or civil action brought
against him or her when the City of Manchester is obligated to defend
and indemnify the officer.

Whenever individuals deputized pursuant to this agreement exercise
authority as a deputy sheriff, the City of Manchester, NH shall
immediately notify the Hillsborough County Sheriff or his designee
of the time, place, and details of said exercise of authority.

In the event that any law enforcement officer employed by the City of
Manchester, NH and deputized pursuant to this agreement is
suspended from duty or separated from employment, the City of
Manchester is required to notify the Hillsborough County Sheriff or
his designees within four (4) hours. Upon notice or information of
any pending or actual disciplinary action and/or investigation or
separation from employment, the Hillsborough County Sheriff, at his
sole discretion, may suspend or terminate the individual’s authority
as a deputy sheriff.

The parties agree and understand that the Sheriff or his designee
retains the authority to suspend, terminate or otherwise
administratively remove any deputation under this agreement. The
Sheriff agrees to notify the City of Manchester within 4 hours of such
action.

Firearms Qualifications/Training:

14.

The City of Manchester certifies that any individual employed by the
Manchester Police Department that is proposed for deputation has
successfully completed firearms training and qualifications, and use-
of-force training within the past year, which satisfy the requirements
of New Hampshire law and the regulations issued by the New
Hampshire Police Standards and Training Council, including, but not
limited to POL 404.03. The City of Manchester shall ensure that said
training is updated annually and provide copies of said certifications
within 30 days of submission of said information to the New
Hampshire Police Standards and Training Council.

Evaluation of Suitability/Background Investigations

15.

The City of Manchester shall provide the Hillsborough County
Sheriff with a certification that the individuals proposed for
deputation pursuant to this agreement is of suitable character and
experience and that the requirements of New Hampshire law and
New Hampshire Police Standards and Training Council regulations
regarding background investigations and fitness for duty evaluations
have been satisfied.

The Hillsborough County Sheriff or his designee shall, upon request,
be granted full access to the personnel files and files of the New
Hampshire Police Standards and Training Council of individuals
proposed for deputation and/or deputized pursuant to this agreement
and if, at the Sheriff’s sole discretion, he determines that an
individual is not suitable for deputation, said Hillsborough County
Sheriff is under no obligation to deputize or revoke deputation of the
individual and his decision shall be subject to defense and
indemnification by the City of Manchester

Insurance and Indemnification:

17.

The City of Manchester shall provide worker’s compensation benefits
coverage in an amount sufficient to satisfy the requirements of RSA
281-A or any other applicable law. The parties agree that the
Hillsborough County Sheriff shall not be responsible for providing
worker’s compensation benefits coverage for individuals deputized
pursuant to this agreement.
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18. The City of Manchester hereby agrees to protect, defend, indemnify
and hold Hillsborough County and its employees, agents, officers and
servants free and harmless from any and all losses, claims, liens,
demands and causes of action of every kind and character including
but not limited to, the amounts of judgments, penalties, interests,
court costs, legal fees and all other expenses incurred by
Hillsborough County arising in favor of any party including claims,
liens, debts, personal injuries including injuries sustained by
employees by Hillsborough County, death or damage to property
(including property of Hillsborough County) and without limitation
by enumeration, all other claims or demands of every character
occurring or in any way incident to, in connection with or arising
directly or indirectly out of the deputation of members of Manchester
Police Department personnel. The City of Manchester agrees to
investigate, handle, respond to, provide defense for and defend any
such claims, demands or suits at the sole expense of the City of
Manchester, inclusive of all claims and demands that arise from or
relate to the County or its Officials’ jurisdiction, authority, role,
actions, inactions, or alleged responsibilities in relation to deputized
Manchester Police Department officers, as well as all claims which
arise from or relate to the actions of the deputized officers
themselves, regardless of the alleged capacity in which they acted.

The City of Manchester also agrees to bear all other costs and
expenses related thereto, even if the claim or claims alleged are
groundless, false or fraudulent.

This agreement is not intended to create any cause of action in favor
of any third party against the City of Manchester or Hillsborough
County or to enlarge in any way the City of Manchester’s liability,
but is intended solely to provide for indemnification of Hillsborough
County and its Sheriff from defense costs and liability for damages
or injuries third persons or property arising from the operations or
activities involving Manchester Police Department personnel
deputized pursuant to this agreement.

Attached for your review is the City of Manchester’s unaudited Monthly Financial Report for the first six
months of fiscal 2013,

Expenditures:

The average unobligated balance percentage after six months shouid be 50% as a benchmark. All departments
except Information Systems and Central Fleet Management are within 10% of this benchmark. The overall
unobligated percentage after six months is 48.4% for 2013 compared to 48.45% a year ago. Health insurance
costs are tracking the 2013 budget through December. The severance reserve of $700,000 has been fully
expended. Street lighting costs thru December of $821,000 are about $130,000 above budget. A comparison of
severance payouts thru December for FY 2013 and 2012 is as follows:

Revenues:

Reveres for the first six months of fiscal 2013 are tracking lower than the same period a year ago. School
charge backs are lagging behind by $1,614,000 from last year due to timing differences. In fiscal 2012 the full
year recycling revenue of $230,000 was billed and recognized in Juiy. In fiscal 2013 the revenue is billed and
recognized on a monthly basis for a comparable annual amount. Auto registrations are $225,000 higher than
last year and are tracking to the full year budget. Revenues for the first six months of FY2012 also include a

$432,000 payment on the school book loan. The FY 2013 book loan was deferred until 2019 during the budget
process.

The Parks, Recreation and Cemetery Division of the Highway Department has been working with Mr.
James DeStefano who is proposing a concept regarding the existing skatepark. The concept anticipates
leasing the facility, making improvements to the site, and converting it to a year-round operation. We
are happy to share our thoughts with you on this idea.

At present the Adam Curtis Skatepark is an open air, unregulated amenity located behind the Regis A,
Lemire Youth Center at 275 Maple St. It is often the site of unwanted activity and is in need of some
repair. Mr. DeStefano proposes to incorporate the youth center into an expanded structure that would
serve as access to the skatepark. The skatepark would be either roofed and surrounded by fencing, or
enclosed completely in a building. His plan is to charge admission to the site, offer concessions, and
rentals.

We are comfortable with Mr. DeStefano’s concepts and believe that either would reduce illicit
activities and result in a better, safer, and more entertaining experience for skatepark users. However,
the fully enclosed option is our strong preference. A roof and fence set-up, while increasing access
control, would still leave the park exposed to fence breeches and vandalism. Only by completely
enclosing the facility would these issues be minimized.

It is critical that the programs offered at the Regis A. Lemire vouth center be continued. Computer
access and help with homework are two of the services our Recreation Supervisor provides there to a
local population in need. Additionally, we have some concerns regarding affordability to the skating
clientele, though we believe that an analysis of the financial aspects of the project should come from
others possessing this type of expertise.

THIS IS A PUBLIC WATER SUPPLY, PLEASE KEEP IT CLEAN!!

RULE(S) ENV-WS 386.47 ADOPTED BY N.H. DEPARTMENT OF ENVIRONMENTAL SERVICES
NOVEMBER 30, 2005 IN ACCORDANCE WITH RSA 485:24
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Any person violating these rules so established shall in accordance with RSA 485:26 be guilty of a misdemeanor if a
natural person, or guilty of a felony if any other person.

Manchester Water Works' Watershed Patroi Officers may enter on any land or property within the Lake Massabesic
watershed for the purpose of investigating watershed sanitation and other sources of potential water contamination.

A person shall not deposit any dead animal or parts thereof, food or any article perishabie or decayable, kitchen waste,
swill, garbage, or human waste on or within 200 feet of the waters or ice of Lake Massabesic or any pond, reservoir or
stream tributary thereto.

A parson shall not deposit any hazardous waste on or within 200 feet of the waters or ice of Lake Massabesic or any pond,
reservoir or stream tributary thereto.

A person shall not bathe, wade. swim, water ski or perform any similar water contact activity.on or within the water of Lake
Massabesic or any pond, reserveir or siream tributary thereto.

A person shall not use a sunfish, sailfish, sail board, ski craft as defined in RSA 270:72, V, or other craft which, in the
judgment of Watershed Patrol Officers, makes extensive bodily contact with the water unavoidable in Lake Massabesic or
any pond, reservoir or stream tributary thereto.

A person shall not operate an ali terrain vehicle (ATV) or other off highway recreational vehicle (OHRV) other than a snow
traveling vehicle as defined in RSA 215 Ax1, in or cn Manchester Water Works' property or the water or ice of Lake
Massabesic or any pond, reservoir, or stream tributary thereto, and then only in non-restricted areas at the operator's own
risk.

A person shall not break bottles or throw trash of any description into Lake Massabesic or any pond, reservoir or stream
{ributary thereto or the watershed area and property of the Manchester Water Works.

The Back or West Pond of Lake Massabesic is closed to alt activities north of Fire Point and west of the Auburn town line
as marked by floals and signs.

A person shall not enter upen or remain on Manchester Water Works' property between the hours of 8 pm and 8 am.

A person shall not place in or adjacent to Manchester Water Works' waste centainers, any garbage, refuse or trash of any
kind brought from home, camp or place of business.

A person shall only use self-containcd charcoal type fires, as opposed 1o open flame fires and then only in the designated
public picnic area adjacent to Rte 28 Bypass.

A veticle shall not cbstruct emergency access gates and violators shall be subject to towing at owner's expense.
A person shall not, without permission, enter restricted areas that have been 50 posted "NO TRESPASSING".
